' tude. In all Ages the Temples of the Gods were in great Veneration, 
and Cyrss's attempt, to rob the Temple of Zupeter Ammon, was but 
the loſs of the Sacrilegious Undertakers, who lay buried-in the Ruins; 
but theſe Faries, or rather Furies of the Night, yet more audaucious,
